The  all-new  episodes  of  the  NBC-TV  series  will  continue  the 
exploits  of  the  suave  and  debonair  private  eye,  who  blends  romance 
with  the  solution  of  cases  brought  to  him  by  his  professional  clients. 
"Sam,"  the  sultry-voiced  telephone-answering-service  girl,  also  will 
continue  in  the  new  fast-moving  adventures  involving  crime,  clever 
detective  work  and  tense  courtroom  drama. 

"Richard  Diamond,  Private  Detective"  will  be  produced  by 
Vincent  M.  Fennelly  for  Four  Star  Films  Inc.  It  will  be  directed  by

SPEECH  MADE  BY  NIXON  OVER  MOSCOW  TV  AND  SOVIET  RADIO 


NBC  News  is  offering  Soviet  Premier  Nikita  S. 
Khrushchev  "equal  time"  to  answer  the  speech  Vice  President 
Richard  M.  Nixon  made  on  the  Moscow  television  network  and  a 
national  radio  hookup  in  the  Soviet  Union  Aug.  1. 

The  exhibit  of  the  Radio  Corporation  of  America  at 
the  American  National  Exhibition  in  Moscow  has  been  suggested 
as  a  possible  origination  point  for  sound  and  video  taping. 
Use  of  the  Soviet  Union's  own  translator  also  has  been  sug¬ 
gested. 

In  an  hour-long  broadcast,  half  of  it  taken  up  with 
translation  of  his  speech  into  Russian,  Mr.  Nixon  told  the 
Soviet  people  they  would  continue  to  live  in  "an  era  of  fear, 
suspicion  and  tension"  if  Premier  Khrushchev  tried  to  promote 
communization  of  countries  outside  of  the  Soviet  Union.

The  RCA  501,  a  new  high-speed  Electronic  Data  Processing 
System  developed  by  the  Radio  Corporation  of  America,  will  be  put  to 
work  analyzing  returns  and  projecting  trends  in  the  NBC  News  coverage 
of  the  i960  Presidential  elections. 

NBC  News  will  be  the  first  to  use  the  new  system  on  a 
nationwide  network. 

The  501,  first  of  a  new  generation  of  computers,  is  de¬ 
scribed  by  RCA  as  the  "world's  most  modern  data  processing  equipment." 
As  the  first  fully  transistorized  system  designed  primarily  for 
business  usage,  it  has  already  received  wide  acceptance  in  business, 
industry,  and  governmental  agencies. 

Election  returns  will  be  fed  from  NBC  News'  Election  Central 
at  30  Rockefeller  Plaza  to  the  RCA  501  Service  Center  now  being  in¬ 
stalled  in  the  Wall  Street  area  of  New  York.  The  primary  purpose  of 
this  installation  is  to  serve  the  business  firms  in  the  heart  of  the 
New  York  financial  district.  Here  the  computer  system  on  election 
night  will  analyze  the  voting  of  farm,  labor  and  other  blocs  and 
project  the  outcome  of  the  balloting.

The  projected  specials  include  programs  on  taxes,  divorce, 
American  enterprise  overseas,  jazz,  Spain,  foreign  aid,  one  or  more 
programs  on  Latin  America  and  the  Caribbean  area,  several  programs 
looking  forward  to  the  i960  primaries,  national  conventions  and 
elections,  and  at  least  one  overseas  "essay"  by  David  Brinkley, 
similar  in  tone  to  his  widely-acclaimed  "Our  Man  in  the  Mediterranean." 

Other  subjects  to  be  covered  by  the  specials  include 
Louisiana  politics,  the  Philadelphia  Mayoralty  election,  the  British 
elections,  and  the  situation  in  two  nations  on  the  periphery  of  the 
Soviet  empire  where  the  American  and  Russian  aid  and  propaganda 
programs  come  into  close  contact.

WILL  BE  ACCORDED  TOP  PRIORITY  BY  NBC  DURING  1959-60  SEASON 

Increase  of  Public  Affairs  and  Educational  Programs  Outlined 


Intensive  development  of  television’s  high  potential  as  an 
agency  of  enlightenment  for  the  whole  nation  will  be  accorded  top 
priority  by  NBC  during  1959-60. 

The  new  season  will  bring  (l)  more  than  20  60-to-90  minute 
public  affairs  specials,  (2)  the  first  educational  television  course 
to  be  shown  in  color,  (3)  an  increase  of  more  than  100  percent  in 
NBC-TV  hours  devoted  to  public  affairs  and  education  programs,  (4)  a 
third  edition  of  the  newsmaking  "Briefing  Session"  series  as  part  of 
the  continuing  Educational  Television  Project,  and  —  in  view  of  the 
almost  incredible  speed  of  Soviet  advance  on  some  scientific  fronts  — 
(5)  concentration  in  the  "deficit  area"  of  science. 

Major  new  ventures  in  science  will  be  a  two -semes ter 
college -level  course  in  Modern  Chemistry  that  will  dramatically 
realize  the  full  potential  of  color  in  education-by-television  and  a 
weekly  series  to  be  produced  in  cooperation  with  a  leading  institu¬ 
tion  of  higher  learning  and  regularly  featuring  its  leading 
scientists .

Edward  Stanley,  NBC  Director  of  Public  Affairs,  today 
predicted  a  growth  curve  steeper  than  any  yet  known  in  TV  public 
affairs  and  educational  programming,  outstripping  the  network's 
effort  last  season  when  "Continental  Classroom"  brought  the  first 
real  breakthrough  in  meaningful  educational  TV  on  a  national  level. 

Mr.  Stanley  also  pointed  out  that  "genuinely  creative" 
religious  programming  in  partnership  with  the  nation's  three  major 
faith  groups  will  be  prominent  on  the  network's  schedule. 

Twenty  full-hour  or  hour-and-a-half  specials  are  now  in  the 
making  under  supervision  of  George  A.  Heinemann,  manager  of  the  NBC 
Public  Affairs  and  Education  Department. 

Subjects  being  developed  include  alcoholism,  agriculture, 
architecture,  suburban  life,  U.  S.  high  schools,  youth,  old  age, 
desegregation,  group  prejudice,  foreign  policy,  civil  defense. 
International  Geophysical  Year,  and  emergent  groups  in  Asia  and 
Africa. 

A  two-semester  college-level  course  in  Modern  Chemistry 
will  be  telecast  in  color  from  Sept.  28  through  May  27  (Monday  to 
Friday,  6:30-7  a.m.  local  time)  as  part  of  the  network's  expanded 
"Continental  Classroom." 

Color-taping  of  the  l60  lessons  in  the  lecture— demonstration 
course  will  start  Aug.  31  in  NBC's  New  York  Studios.  Dr.  John  W. 
Baxter,  who  will  teach  the  course,  will  be  on  leave  during  1959-60 
from  his  post  as  professor  of  chemistry  at  the  University  of  Florida. 
Nobel  Prize —winning  chemists  and  other  outstanding  scientists  have 
already  accepted  his  invitation  to  appear  as  guest  lecturers . 

Chemistry  was  selected  as  the  new  "Continental  Classroom" 
offering  because  of  the  critical  shortage  of  teachers  in  this  field.

The  American  Chemical  Society  and  the  American  Association  of  Colleges 
for  Teacher  Education  will  be  NBC’s  co-partners  in  presenting  the 
course.  The  Ford  Foundation  and  10  major  corporations  will  provide 
financial  backing.  Nearly  300  colleges  and  universities  across  the 
country  will  offer  the  TV  course  for  credit. 

Atomic  Age  Physics,  the  two-semester  college-level  course 
which  launched  "Continental  Classroom"  last  season,  will  be  repeated 
during  1959-60  by  TV  tape  recordings  and  kinescopes  in  the  half-hour 
time-period  just  before  Modern  Chemistry. 

The  NBC  Educational  Television  Project,  which  two  years  ago 
brought  into  being  the  first  live  programming  ever  to  be  produced 
expressly  for  educational  TV  stations  on  a  nationwide  basis,  will  be 
continued  in  1959-60,  again  in  partnership  with  the  National 
Educational  Television  and  Radio  Center. 

Hotly  debated,  unresolved  domestic  and  foreign  issues 
confronting  Americans  today  will  be  explored  in  "Briefing  Session," 
a  Project  series  which  will  go  into  a  third  edition  this  Fall.  It 
will  be  telecast  to  the  nation’s  interconnected  educational  TV 
stations  over  NBC’s  regular  network  facilities  on  Tuesdays,  from 
10:30-11  p.m.  EDT,  starting  Oct.  6.  Prominent  guests  will  present 
significant  and  divergent  points  of  view  each  week.  Areas  to  be 
explored  in  the  13-week  series  will  range  from  radiation  and  fallout 
to  integration. 

Additional  program  series  are  now  being  developed  for  the 
Project,  among  them  one  dealing  with  mental  health. 

Comprehensive  plans  for  "genuinely  creative"  religious 
programming  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  for  1959-60  have  been  completed,  in 
partnership  with  the  nation's  three  major  faith  groups.  The  principal

organizations  cooperating  with  NBC  in  production  of  its  regular  Sunday 
TV  religious  programming  will  continue  to  be  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  (Protestant  and  Eastern  Orthodox),  the  National  Council  of 
Catholic  Men,  and  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America.  These 
groups  join  with  NBC  in  production  of  "Frontiers  of  Faith,"  "The 
Catholic  Hour,"  and  "The  Eternal  Light,"  respectively,  as  well  as  of 
occasional  specials. 

Productions  on  the  agenda  of  "The  Catholic  Hour"  include  the 
first  presentation  anywhere  of  the  Catholic  Mass  in  English.  Scheduled 
for  "Eternal  Light"  are  two  programs  marking  the  100th  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  Sholem  Aleichem,  the  noted  Yiddish  writer,  with  discuss¬ 
ions  by  Mark  van  Doren  and  Maurice  Samuel  and  dramatic  readings  by 
groups  of  actors.  Slated  for  "Frontiers  of  Faith"  is  a  filmed  report 
on  Africa  with  Dr.  Emery  Ross.

Producers  undertook  to  experiment  with  sound,  and  then  with 
color,  and  the  very  character  of  Hollywood  and  the  movie 
industry  was  changed  almost  overnight. 

"The  Jazz  Singer"  is  the  sentimental  drama  of  an 
East  Side  boy,  a  cantor's  son,  who  cannot  decide  between  a 
vaudeville  and  a  liturgical  musical  career.  Songs  are  an  inte 
gral  part  of  the  storyline. 

Lewis,  33 3  the  only  child  of  a  pair  of  vaudeville 
performers,  has  been  a  comedian  and  a  singer  since  he  was  five 
years  old.  A  star  of  motion  pictures,  television  and  night¬ 
clubs  for  many  years,  he  did  his  first  special  for  NBC-TV  in 
1957.  He  has  appeared  in  more  than  50  TV  shows  since  19^6  and 
in  1956,  made  his  entry  into  the  recording  field  with  a  hit 
record  of  "Rockabye  Your  Baby  With  a  Dixie  Melody." 

"The  Jazz  Singer"  will  be  a  joint  presentation  of 
Hubbell  Robinson  Productions,  Inc.,  and  Jerry  Lewis 
Enterprises.

EISENHOWER  TRIP  TO  WESTERN  EUROPE  AND  HIS  SUBSEQUENT  EXCHANGE 
VISITS  WITH  KHRUSHCHEV  TO  GET  EXTENSIVE  COVERAGE  BY  NBC  NEWS 

Intensive  preparations  are  now  under  way  for  NBC  News  cover¬ 
age  by  television  and  radio  of  (l)  President  Eisenhower's  meetings  in 
Europe  with  the  heads  of  government  of  Great  Britain,  Prance  and 
West  Germany  and  of  other  North  Atlantic  Treaty  nations  in  late  August 
(2)  Soviet  Premier  Nikita  S.  Khrushchev's  visit  to  the  U.  S.  in  mid- 
September,  and  (3)  President  Eisenhower's  visit  to  the  Soviet  Union  in 
the  Pall. 

William  R.  McAndrew,  Vice  President,  NBC  News,  announced 
network  plans  today. 

To  cover  the  Eisenhower  meetings  with  the  Atlantic  Pact 
leaders,  NBC  News  will  send  to  Europe  its  White  House  correspondent 
Ray  Scherer,  who  accompanied  Vice  President  Richard  M.  Nixon  on  his 
visit  to  the  Soviet  Union  and  Poland,  and  its  regular  White  House 
camera -and -sound  team  of  David  Weigman  and  John  Hofen.  NBC  News  staff 
correspondents  and  cameramen  regularly  stationed  in  various  European 
capitals  will  join  them  in  covering  the  meetings. 

To  report  on  Premier  Khrushchev  during  his  visit  to  this 
country  in  mid-September,  NBC  will  bring  over  Joseph  Michaels,  its 
Moscow  correspondent,  and  also  will  enlist  the  services  of  correspond¬ 
ents  David  Brinkley,  Frank  McGee,  and  Pauline  Frederick.  Don  Meaney, 
national  TV  News  Editor,  will  act  as  coordinator  for  TV  and  radio.

Since  Premier  Khrushchev  is  expected  to  visit  New  York, 
Chicago  and  San  Francisco*  as  well  as  Dallas  and  the  cattle-raising 
country  in  Texas,  one  of  the  states  in  the  Corn  Belt,  and  one  or  more 
industrial  cities  such  as  Cleveland,  Detroit  or  Pittsburgh,  NBC  will 
draw  upon  its  regular  roster  of  correspondents  and  cameramen  in  all  of 
these  areas. 

To  cover  President  Eisenhower  during  his  visit  to  the 
Soviet  Union  this  Fall,  NBC  News  will  send  over  correspondents  Kay 
Scherer  and  David  Brinkley,  camera -and-sound  team  David  Weigman  and 
John  Hofen,  and  Don  Meaney  as  TV-radio  coordinator.  With  them  will  be 
Joseph  Michaels,  NBC  News  correspondent  in  Moscow. 

President  Eisenhower’s  meetings  with  the  heads  of  the 
government  of  all  of  the  NATO  nations  is  designed  to  demonstrate 
Western  unity  before  he  meets  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  with  Premier 
Khrushchev  in  mid-September.  In  addition  to  the  conference  of  the 
15-nation  NATO  group,  it  is  expected  that  the  President  will  have  in¬ 
dividual  meetings  with  Prime  Minister  Harold  Macmillan  of  Great 
Britain,  President  Charles  de  Gaulle  of  France,  and  Chancellor  Konrad 
Adenauer  of  Western  Germany  on  common  problems.  It  also  is  expected 
that  President  Eisenhower  will  meet  in  group  sessions  involving  states 
primarily  concerned  with  the  German  problem.  The  Western  leaders  would 
study  ways  to  break  the  deadlock  over  the  Berlin  issue,  which  the  East- 
West  foreign  ministers’  conference  at  Geneva  has  failed  to  resolve. 

All  of  the  meetings  may  take  place  in  Paris,  but  it  is 
possible  that  President  Eisenhower  will  confer  in  London  with  Prime 
Minister  Macmillan  before  going  on  to  Paris.

IN  UNESCO  CONGRESS  FOR  TV  OPERA  AND  BALLET  IN  SALZBURG 

Peter  Herman  Adler,  music  and  artistic  director  of  the  NBC 
Opera  Company,  will  participate  in  the  UNESCO  Congress  for  Opera  and 
Ballet  in  TV  in  Salzburg  Aug.  23-30.  He  will  be  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company's  representative  on  invitation  from  UNESCO. 

Dr.  Adler  is  one  of  the  outstanding  pioneers  of  TV  Opera.  He 
helped  found  the  NBC  Opera  Company  in  19^9*  Dr.  Adler  will  take  with 
him  kinescopes  of  several  NBC  productions,  as  he  did  three  years  ago. 

At  that  time  the  Congress  was  greatly  impressed  with  the  American  TV 
opera  productions. 

In  addition  to  his  participations  in  the  Congress,  Dr.  Adler 
will  serve  as  one  of  the  five  jurors  in  an  international  contest  for 
new  operas  written  especially  for  TV.  Nine  countries  (not  including 
the  U.  S.)  have  submitted  operas  on  kinescope  to  be  judged  by  the  five 
jurors  who  were  nominated  by  an  international  committee.

"The  author  of  this  article  has  had  a  distinguished 
record  which  qualifies  him  to  be  a  keen  observer  of  these 
matters,"  says  Rep.  Samuel  S.  Stratten  of  New  York  by  way  of 
introduction  in  the  Congressional  Record.  "I  had  the  pleasure 
of  serving  in  the  Navy  during  the  War  with  Mr.  Rich  and  I  know 
of  his  experience  not  only  in  Europe  but  in  the  Far  East.

THREE  FULL-HOUR  1  PROJECT  20'  PROGRAMS  TO  BE  BUILT 
FROM  THE  ROUSING  DRAMA  OF  RECENT  AMERICAN  PAST 


Three  full-hour  "Project  20"  programs  will  be  newly  built 
from  the  rousing  drama  of  the  recent  American  past  for  presentation  by 
the  NBC-TV  Network  during  the  1959-60  season,  according  to  an  announce¬ 
ment  today  by  Donald  B.  Hyatt,  director  of  NBC  Special  Projects. 

Two  of  the  shows,  "Not  So  Long  Ago"  and  "Life  in  the 
Thirties,"  will  blend  narration  with  factual  film  and  music  of  the 
time  in  the  way  that  has  regularly  won  high  ratings  and  critical 
acclaim  for  "Project  20"  events.  The  third,  "That  Ragtime  Revolution," 
will  be  taped  and  filmed. 

"Not  So  Long  Ago"  will  be  a  light-hearted  re-creation  of  five 
"peace  —  it?s  wonderful!"  years  —  19^5  to  1950. 

"Life  in  the  Thirties"  will  recapture  the  people,  the  events,

the  songs,  and  the  crazes  that  made  up  the  fateful  decade  1929-1939. 

"That  Ragtime  Revolution"  will  deal  with  a  period  and  musical 
area  which  have  been  virtually  untouched  in  television.  This  will  be  a 
raffish,  rowdy,  melodious  hour  telling  the  story  of  the  now  almost- 
forgotten  ragtime  rage  which  revolutionized  American  popular  music  and 
paved  the  way  for  jazz.

The  "Project  20"  programs  are  slated  for  the  "Sunday 
Showcase"  and  the  Friday  night  specials  time-periods.  Playdates  will 
be  announced. 

Production  of  "Not  So  Long  Ago"  (19^5-1950)  will  strike  a 
note  new  to  "Project  20,"  Hyatt  said,  adding: 

"This  will  be  oriented  more  toward  personality  and  human 
interest  --  social  history  --  rather  than  earth-shaking  political 
diplomatic,  or  economic  events.  We  have  selected  the  theme  for  its 
appeal  to  an  audience  which  can  identify  with  what  is  happening  on 
the  screen  --  for  the  shock  of  recognition  it  will  provide,  along  with 
a  sense  of  surprise  and  even  astonishment  that  so  much  happened  to  the 
viewer  in  so  short  a  time.  These  were  the  time-out -for-peace  years, 
five  years  that  produced  more  rapid  and  colorful  changes  in  the 
American  scene  than  any  other  five  years  in  our  history. 

"The  program  will  be  concerned  with  the  surface  of  events  as 

ordinary  people  experienced  them  —  how  people  looked  and  talked  and 

acted  and  reacted.  There  will  be  no  heavy  analysis-in-depth,  no 

voice-of-doom  commentary,  no  whither-are-we-drifting .  We  hope  to 

attain  a  light  and  humorous  touch."

"it  will  recapture  the  vivid  themes  that  took  the  U.  S.  from 
an  unprecedented  depression  through  the  long  uphill  struggle  to  a 
’normality’  symbolized  by  the  New  York  World's  Fair  of  1939-1940," 
Hyatt  said.  "It  will  recall  the  depths  of  the  depression  and  the 
unconventional  social  reforms  as  well  as  the  fads  and  sensations  of 
the  era:  Benny  Goodman  and  swing,  jitterbugging,  the  Lambeth  Walk, 
cafe  society,  bingo,  bank  night  at  the  movies,  the  repeal  of 
Prohibition,  the  trial  of  Bruno  Richard  Hauptmann,  the  Hindenburg 
disaster. " 

Franklin  D.  Roosevelt’s  fireside  chats  will  be  a  part  of  the 
program  as  well  as  commentary  by  Will  Rogers,  Robert  Benchley,  Fred 
Allen,  Jack  Benny,  Hugh  Johnson  and  Alf  Landon.  Many  other  figures  of 
the  day  will  be  seen  once  more,  among  them  George  VI  and  the  Windsors, 
the  Brain  Trust,  Huey  Long,  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith,  Father  Coughlin,  Fritz 
Kuhn,  John  Nance  Garner,  and  Arturo  Toscanini  with  the  NBC  Symphony 
Orchestra .

In  a  clash  of  former  champions  Carmen  Basilio  of  Chittenango, 
N.  Y.,  and  Gene  Fullmer  of  West  Jordan,  Utah,  battle  it  out  over  15 
rounds  or  less  for  the  middleweight  title  Friday,  Aug.  28,  to  be 
covered  on  "Gillette  Cavalcade  of  Sports"  by  the  NBC-TV  and  NBC  Radio 
Networks  (10  p.m.

Fullmer  has  won  nine  straight  since  his  bouts  with  Robinson, 
including  two  in  1959.

The  NBC  Television  Network  will  preview  its  new  Fall  pro¬ 
gram  lineup  in  a  75-minute  color  closed-circuit  presentation  to  l8l 
of  its  affiliates  throughout  the  country  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  2 
(5-6:15  p.m.  NYT),  it  was  announced  today  by  Walter  D.  Scott,  Executive 
Vice  President,  NBC  Television  Network. 

Keynoting  the  totality  of  program  service  of  the  1959-60 
season,  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  NBC,  and  Robert 
E.  Kintner,  President  of  NBC,  will  take  part  in  the  program. 

Perry  Cross  will  produce  both  the  New  York  and  Hollywood 
segments  of  the  special  telecast,  which  is  the  third  annual  program 
preview  to  be  presented  for  members  of  the  press,  NBC-TV  affiliates, 
advertising  agency  executives  and  civic  leaders  around  the  country. 

More  than  30  top  NBC-TV  personalities  will  take  part  in  the 
colorcast,  which  will  feature  Dave  Garroway  as  narrator  in  an  informal 
presentation  of  the  various  segments  of  the  new  NBC-TV  Fall  schedule.

"The  eight  Selznick  dramatic  properties  for  which  NBC  has 
acquired  the  television  rights  are  among  the  great  classics  of  the 
American  screen,"  said  David  Levy,  Vice  President,  Programs  and 
Talent,  "it  is  our  intention  to  present  them  as  special  program 
events  with  the  most  gifted  actors  and  actresses  we  can  find  in  sets 
designed  with  artistry  and  creativity  to  match  the  scope  and  im¬ 
portance  of  the  scripts. 

"We  will  begin  our  presentations  of  the  Selznick  properties 
with  the  1960-1961  season.  Virtually  all  will  be  presented  'live.’

Ratoff,  was  the  film  in  which  Mr.  Selznick  introduced  a  young  actress . 
who  had  heretofore  been  known  only  in  her  native  country,  Sweden,  and 
whom  he  had  signed  to  a  long-term  contract.  She  was  Ingrid  Bergman. 
Appearing  with  Miss  Bergman  and  starring  in  the  film  was  Leslie 
Howard.  The  film  also  became  famous  for  introducing  the  musical 
composition  of  the  same  name  which  has  since  become  widely  known  to 
television  and  radio  audiences  as  the  "trademark"  music  of  many 
programs . 

"Rebecca"  was  produced  by  Mr.  Selznick  from  a  screenplay  by 
the  late  Robert  E.  Sherwood  and  Joan  Harrison  and  was  directed  by 
Alfred  Hitchcock.  Playing  the  leads  were  the  then  relatively  unknown 
Laurence  Olivier  and  another  young  Selznick  contract  actress,  who  was 
brought  to  stardom  in  the  film,  Joan  Fontaine.  Others  in  the  cast

film  award  throughout  the  world  including  the  "triple  crown"  in 
America*  the  Academy  Award  for  the  best  picture  of  the  year*  the  vote 
of  the  American  Film  Critics  as  the  best  picture  of  the  year*  and 
Variety's  poll  of  theatre  owners  as  the  biggest  attraction  of  the 
year.  It  was  adapted  from  the  novel  by  Daphne  du  Maurier. 

Two  of  the  eight  films  were  planned  and  produced  by  Mr. 
Selznick  as  subsequent  ventures  with  Ingrid  Bergman*  although  on  one 
of  them*  "Notorious*"  Mr.  Selznick  turned  over  the  production  reins 
to  its  director*  Alfred  Hitchcock.

NBC  NEWS  PLANS  EXTENSIVE  DAY- BY- DAY  COVERAGE 
OF  KHRUSHCHEV’S  VISIT  TO  THE  U.S.A. 


NBC  News  plans  extensive,  day-by-day  coverage  of  Premier 
Nikita  S.  Khrushchev’s  visit  to  this  country,  including  nightly 
special  programs  during  the  tour  and  a  full-hour  special  at  its  con¬ 
clusion  to  be  provided  by  four  correspondents  heading  up  the  NBC 
News  team  accompanying  the  Soviet  Leader. 

William  R.  Me Andrew,  Vice  President,  NBC  News,  who  an¬ 
nounced  these  plans,  said  that  the  coverage  would  make  use  of  all  of 
NBC  News*  nationwide  facilities  and  manpower  and  would  constitute 
its  most  extensive  coverage  of  a  current  event  since  the  second 
inauguration  of  President  Eisenhower. 

Me Andrew  said  that  NBC  News  would  make  use  of  several 
mobile  units,  production  teams  and  the  NBC-affiliated  stations  along 
Khrushchev  *s  route,  as  well  as  the  four-correspondent  team  traveling 
with  the  Premier.  The  coverage  will  range  from  live  radio  and  tele¬ 
vision  reports  of  the  Soviet  leader's  arrival  on  Sept.  15  to  the 
one-hour  special  at  the  end  of  his  tour.

Reports  of  Khrushchev’s  activities  will  be  carried  on  all 
regular  programs  of  the  NBC  Television  and  Radio  Networks.  In 
addition,  NBC  News  plans  nightly  special  15-minute  programs  to  be 
scheduled  when  justified  by  the  day’s  events.  On  completion  of  the 
tour,  NBC  plans  a  one-hour  special,  with  commentator  David  Brinkley 
summarizing  and  evaluating  the  effects  of  the  visit. 

NBC  News  has  assigned  Brinkley,  Frank  McGee,  Morgan  Beatty 
and  Moscow  correspondent  Joseph  Michaels  to  travel  with  the 
Khrushchev  party.  Pauline  Frederick,  United  Nations  correspondent, 
will  join  the  NBC  News  team  for  the  UN  phases  of  the  tour. 

The  correspondents  will  be  accompanied  by  camera,  film¬ 
editing  and  news  supervisory  crews.  Among  those  making  the  full 
trip  will  be  Don  Meaney,  national  TV  news  editor;  Eliot  Frankel, 
news  editor  and  associate  producer  of  the  "Texaco  Huntley-Brinkley 
Report";  James  Kitchell,  director  of  the  program;  cameraman  Bradford 
Kress  and  soundman  John  Langenegger.  They  will  be  supplemented  by 
staffs  from  the  newsrooms  of  NBC-affiliated  stations  along  the  route 
and  additional  camera  and  editing  personnel  as  needed. 

The  supervisory  group  will  travel  ahead  of  the  reporting 
team  to  set  up  facilities  for  prompt  use. 

While  the  final  Khrushchev  itinerary  has  not  yet  been 
announced,  NBC  News  is  planning  to  have  TV  live  and  video  tape 
mobile  units  on  hand  in  New  York,  Washington,  Los  Angeles,  San 
Francisco,  Coon  Rapids  (Iowa),  Pittsburgh  and  Camp  David  (Md.).  The

mobile  units,  available  to  originate  special  programming  at  any  time 
of  the  day,  will  include  a  camera-equipped  Cadillac  limousine  and  a 
newly  completed  mobile  unit  that  can  initiate  both  live  and  tape 
programs . 

For  Khrushchev’s  arrival  in  Washington,  NBC  News  expects 
to  assign  the  entire  staff  of  its  Washington  bureau  for  both  radio 
and  television  coverage.  It  expects  to  employ  a  minimum  of  three 
mobile  units  and  at  least  five  camera  positions  at  the  airport 

selected  for  the  incoming  Soviet  plane. 

The  full  coverage  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  McAndrew, 

Julian  Goodman,  director  of  news  and  public  affairs,  Joseph  0. 

Meyers,  director  of  news  and  Elmer  W.  Lower,  Washington  manager  for 

NBC  News.

The  remarks  of  the  two  leaders,  de¬ 
scribed  as  "ad  lib"  by  White  House  Press  Secretary 
James  C.  Hagerty,  will  be  televised  just  before  a 
dinner  in  the  President's  honor  at  10  Downing  Street, 
the  Prime  Minister's  official  residence  in  London. 

The  time  has  not  been  announced. 

The  talk  will  be  broadcast  live  by  the  NBC 
Radio  Network,  if  the  time  is  made  known  in  advance. 
Otherwise,  the  talk  will  be  recorded  on  tape  and  will 
be  broadcast  within  a  half  hour  after  it  is  received 
at  NBC  News  in  New  York. 

The  television  pictures  will  be  recorded 
on  kinescope  in  London  and  will  be  flown  to  New  York 
for  showing  on  "Today"  Tuesday,  Sept.  1  (NBC-TV 
Network,  7-9  a.m.  EDT).

BEN  GRAUER  AND  WIPE  (MELANIE  KAHANE)  TO  VISIT  MOSCOW 
FOR  SPECIAL  REPORTS  ON  NBC  RADIO  NETWORK 

NBC’s  Ben  Grauer,  who  has  scored  many  "firsts"  in  radio  and 
television,  will  add  to  his  list  of  credits  when  he  goes  to  Moscow 
next  week  for  NBC  Radio's  "Monitor"  to  sound  out  Russian  opinion  on 
the  exchange  of  visits  between  President  Eisenhower  and  Soviet  Premier 
Nikita  S.  Khrushchev. 

Russia  is  one  of  the  few  remaining  countries  in  the  world 
that  Grauer  has  not  visited  in  his  distinguished  career  in  broadcast¬ 
ing,  spanning  nearly  three  decades.  In  assignments  which  have  taken 
him  to  every  continent,  he  has  reported  the  top  news  events  ranging 
from  the  Berlin  Airlift  to  the  Brussels  World’s  Fair,  and  has  inter¬ 
viewed  thousands  of  internationally  known  persons,  including  the 
leaders  of  many  governments. 

In  Russia,  his  aim  will  be  to  win  the  confidence  of  average 
citizens  and  get  them  to  express  their  views  on  what  they  expect  from 
the  Eisenhower  and  Khrushchev  visits  and  what  they  have  learned  about 
the  United  States  from  the  American  exhibition  in  Moscow.  The  result¬ 
ing  series  of  taped  interviews  will  be  presented  on  the  NBC  Radio  Net¬ 
work  ' s  "Monitor . "

"The  Russians  have  a  tremendous  curiosity  about  our  country, 
I  have  been  told,"  Grauer  said.  "One  of  the  questions  I  will  ask  each 
person  I  interview  is  what  he  would  like  to  see  in  the  United  States, 
if  he  had  Mr.  Khrushchev’s  opportunity  to  visit  here." 

In  addition  to  the  interviews  for  "Monitor, "  Grauer  and  his 
wife,  Melanie  Kahane,  noted  interior  designer,  will  gather  material 
for  their  "Decorating  Wavelengths"  program  on  NBC  Radio  (Mondays 
through  Thursdays,  8:30  p.m.  EDT) . 

"We  will  try  to  find  out  how  the  national  art  of  Russia  is 
expressed  in  home  decor,  and,  with  the  current  thaw  in  the  cold  war, 
whether  this  might  become  an  influence  on  American  decorating,"  he 
said. 

The  Grauers  will  leave  Monday  for  Moscow,  where  they  will 
spend  10  days.  They  also  will  visit  West  Berlin  and  Stockholm  before 
returning  home.

Henry  Fonda  adds  another  facet  to  his  acting  career  when  he 
stars  in  his  first  television  series,  and  introduces  handsome  Allen 
Case  on  NBC-TV  Network*s  "The  Deputy,"  which  premieres  Saturday, 

Sept.  12  (9-9:30  p.m.  NYT) . 

■The  weekly  series  will  spotlight  the  conflict  --  and  co¬ 
operation  -~  of  two  men.  Chief  Marshal  Simon  Fry  (Fonda)  and  store¬ 
keeper  Clay  McCord  (Allen  Case),  as  each,  in  his  own  way,  fights  to 
bring  law  and  order  to  Arizona  during  the  l880*s.  Also  starring  will 
be  Wallace  Ford  as  aging  Town  Marshal  Herk  Lampson  and  Betty  Lou  Keim 
as  Clay  McCord* s  17-year-old  sister,  Fran. 

Played  against  the  rugged  background  of  desert  and  mountains 
of  the  Arizona  Territory,  "The  Deputy"  focuses  on  the  action  in  the 
comparatively  civilized  cow  and  mining  town  of  Silver  City. 

As  in  other  communities  of  the  Southwest  in  that  period,  a 
sense  of  permanency  was  replacing  the  need  for  the  shattering  gunplay 
and  the  "wide  open"  aspect  of  the  tent  cities  which  preceded  them. 
Pitted  in  the  struggle  to  establish  some  sort  of  order  and  to  secure 
their  position  against  the  lawless  elements  were  men  like  McCord. 

(more ) 
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While  anxious  to  avoid  gunplay  or  violence,  they  frequently  were 
forced  to  resort  to  a  quick  draw  and  an  accurate  sight. 

Aiding  the  cautious  methods  of  these  men  for  maintaining 
peace,  there  was  another  element,  represented  by  Fry.  Dedicated  to 
the  principles  of  justice  and  law.  Fry  is  forced  to  forego  the  hard- 
shooting  tactics  of  early  ranchers.  Instead,  he  must  adopt  principles 
of  conduct  and  method  that  are  foreign  to  him. 

Chief  among  Fry‘s  contacts  in  Silver  City  are  McCord  and 
Herk  Lampson,  the  town’s  marshal.  Clay,  who  actually  is  the  fastest 
gun  in  the  territory,  so  abhors  violence  that  he  takes  the  long  way 
around  whenever  possible  to  avoid  it.  He  runs  the  general  store  and 
supports  his  sister,  Fran,  his  responsibility  since  their  parents 1 

death. 

Herk,  in  his  middle  fifties,  is  old  for  his  job.  But  he 
walks  with  pride,  thanks  to  his  boss,  Fry,  who  knows  he  should  retire 
the  old  lawman  but  cannot  take  the  action,  because  it  would  mean  the 
end  of  the  line  for  Herk. 

A  wide  gulf  of  attitudes  and  outlooks  separates  Simon  and 
Clay,  but  a  sturdy  bridge  of  mutual  admiration  and  regard  binds  them 
together.  Clay’s  dislike  for  sidearms  leads  to  his  refusal  even  to 
repair  them.  But  Clay  can  be  moved  by  his  love  for  peace  to  use  his 
skill  with  a  gun  to  oppose  those  who  threaten  it.  And  this,  on 

occasion,  is  the  task  of  Simon  or  Herk. 

The  new  series  was  created  by  Roland  Kibbee  and  Norman  Lear 

who  was  head  writer  for  George  Gobel’s  show  last  season.  Michael 

Kraike  will  produce  the  series  with  William  Frye  as  executive  produce 

Some  of  television’s  top  writers  and  directors  also  will  be  used  for 

the  series,  which  is  being  filmed  by  Revue  Productions.

Extensive  Coverage  on  Regular  NBC -TV  and  NBC  Radio 
News  Programs  Also  Announced 

Twenty- five  NBC  News  specials,  most  of  them  in  peak  night¬ 
time  viewing  periods  and  all  ranging  from  a  half-hour  to  two  hours 
in  length,  will  be  presented  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  to  cover  President 
Eisenhower’s  trip  to  Europe  and  his  history-making  exchange  of 
visits  with  Soviet  Premier  Nikita  S.  Khrushchev. 

The  first  of  the  specials,  a  background  report  on  the 
President’s  European  trip,  will  be  telecast  on  the  NBC-TV  Network 
Thursday,  Aug.  27  (8:30-9  p.m.  EDT).  It  will  initiate  a  series  of 
five  programs  on  the  President’s  mission  to  be  presented  under  the 
title  "Journey  to  Understanding."  In  addition, two  "Chet  Huntley 
Reporting"  programs  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  the  Eisenhower  trip. 

The  over-all  coverage  of  the  Eisenhower  tour  will  consist 
of  two  full-hour  and  five  half-hour  programs.  Specials  on  the 
Khrushchev  visit  will  include  one  two-hour  program,  live  full-hour 
programs,  seven  half-hour  programs  and  a  special  that  will  cover  the 
full  length  of  the  Soviet  Premier’s  speech  at  the  United  Nations. 

Most  of  the  Khrushchev  specials  will  be  presented  as  a  series  called 
"The  VIP."  In  addition  there  will  be  at  least  four  specials  growing 

out  of  the  Eisenhower  trip  to  Russia.

Radio  Network. 

A  series  of  specials  titled  "Eisenhower  in  Europe"  will  be 
presented  nightly  (NBC  Radio  Network,  8:05-8:30  p.m.  EDT)  throughout 
the  President's  trip,  starting  Thursday,  Aug.  27 ,  and  covering  at 
least  nine  days.  The  series  will  have  NBC  News  correspondent  Leon 
Pearson  as  commentator  in  New  York  and  Jerry  Jacobs  as  producer. 

The  series  will  draw  on  the  world-wide  facilities  and  staff

Brinkley  Report"  today  (Wednesday,  Aug.  26,  6:45  p.m.  EDT). 

The  film  will  be  a  kinescope  recording  of  a  Eurovision 
telecast  from  Bonn  to  be  received  by  the  British  Broadcasting 
Corporation  in  London.  The  film  will  be  transmitted  to  Canada  by  the 
BBC  using  its  new  wire  film  system  which  sends  film  pictures  on  the 
trans-Atlantic  telephone  cable.  It  will  be  received  by  the  Canadian 
Broadcasting  Company  in  Montreal  and  fed  to  the  NBC-TV  Network. 

The  system  will  be  used  at  least  once  a  day  during  the 
Eisenhower  mission  to  provide  same-day  coverage  for  the  "Journey  to 
Understanding"  specials  and  regular  NBC-TV  news  programs,  including 
"Today"  and  the  "Texaco  Hunt ley -Brinkley  Report." 

Wire  film  of  the  President’s  arrival  in  Bonn,  expected  to 
run  about  one  minute,  will  mark  the  third  time  the  system  has  been 
used  for  telecast  in  the  United  States.

Court  Files  with  John  Collier  as  Star,  Notable 
Cast  and  Real-Life  Specialists 

"House  on  High  Street,"  a  new  drama  series  based  on  actual 
cases  from  the  files  of  Domestic  Relations  Courts  across  the  country, 
will  join  the  NBC-TV  Network's  daytime  schedule  Sept.  28,  it  was 
announced  today  by  Carl  Lindemann  Jr.,  Vice  President,  Daytime 
Programs,  for  the  NBC-TV  Network. 

The  series  will  be  scheduled  in  the  4-4:30  p.m.  EDT  Monday- 
through-Friday  time  period,  replacing  "Truth  or  Consequences." 

Television,  stage  and  screen  actor  Philip  Abbott  will  star 
in  the  series  as  John  Collier,  a  court  probation  officer  assigned  to 
investigate  the  cases.  These  investigations  will  form  the  framework 
within  which  the  dramas  of  "people  in  crisis"  will  be  enacted. 

Abbott  will  be  joined  by  a  roster  of  distinguished  performers  as 
well  as  by  real-life  specialists  —  judges  and  psychiatrists  — 
whose  daily  work  brings  them  in  contact  with  Domestic  Relations 
Court  activities.

All  the  stories  will  be  true.  Their  treatment,  however, 
will  be  unique  in  that  the  length  of  the  stories  will  vary.
